RoniiKits. — A St. John, N. F., corre.spondent 
furnishes ns with the particulars uf a re- 
in.irkablo and systematic mail robbery, 
which has jnsl been brought to light in thai 
eiiy. It appears that money leliers have 
often tlisappeared of late ; amon;i others, a 
leller mailed by an editor from^ St. John to 
Conception Bay.

Tbe Churoh Monopoly. 

The Lord Bishop of Dritish Columbia and 
Vancouver Isliiiid sigriiilixed the iiuluctinn 
■into his diocese by the aimonnoenient that 
he was an ailvocale of the voluntary princi- 
pin. Cominn; from a l.inil wlipre lords spir- 
itual '.viTfi iU'iMislomfd for nf;es to culebrate 
the rites of his Churt'li in cuthedraKs fnundKd 
before llio Ilt'rii.'matiori. miulo more fiolemn 
by nietlieval arcliiiecture, inoss-fjrown iuui 
ivied, ami tlie very slotie wlep-i itideiiled by 
the IrRail of geiienitioiis of vvnrsliipper.'i, — the 
contrast he afforded with the a.spiiirifj off- 
shoots of the high church party in our midst, 
'was an agreeable surprise to those not train- 
ed in the ways of the Church by law. estab- 
lished. Those who never frequented the 
aisles of Victoria Church wended their way 
there to listen to his .scrmori.s and mingle 
their respoii-sea iiiui orisons with those whose 
early training had not beet guided by the 
•• dissideiieu of dissent." Only those who 
favored '' paying the |)arsaii " were heard to 
utter objection to the liberal principles enun- 
ciated by hi.s Lordship; only they bowed an 
unwilling consent lo their operation, — and 
with solemn fa'ies and cornmendablo hu- 
mility, and many fears as to the oonsequeu- 
ces of the blow against the traditions of the 
their beloved Churuli, — they circulated the 
address that gave a right noble welcome to 
the scion apostolical succession. Were 
^ve to jiidga from what is going on in our 
luidst, it wonid not be unsafe lo say that 
thuy, who, bill a few short weeks ago feared 
lest their church mililant wonU! .succumb lo 
the itiiiovations of dissent, may now come 
up unl of great tribulation and .say " we aru 
members of the Church triumphant.'' 

The causes of this Te Deurn are not ow- 
iiig to recantalion of the voluntary principle; 
but in consequence of the readiness with 
which his Lordship fulfils the ■ Scriptural 
prophecy that <' the sainia shall inherit the 
earth,'.',.by , jpanng his 'obKUgateti . palaii a I 
residence' in- the Chiiroh Risserve. Broad 
acres adjoining the cemetery — soon to be 
girdled by pallaade from; public intrusion — 
are being enclosed by divine right " ; 
whilst those denominations not iio favored of 
Heaven by apuslulical succession, volunta- 
rily provide re.iidences for their clergy ; but 
not at the e.xpetise of the Slate. Whilst the 
natives are reci[!ients of Miss Coutts' bounty 
by uprooting the trees, his Lordship is taking 
deep root in the eoil, and becoming formula- 
ble as the "Protestantism of Proteslaiils ■' 
to ", the.dissidence of dissent." 

Possibly we may not " see eye to eye " 
witli hi* Lord.<hip, in matters spiritual wh i ii 
ao^b'teautifully e'rhb'eilisiied with temporali- 
ties, and consequently onr excuse fur sug- 
gesting the immediate removal of his corru- 
gated palace from the Church Reserve. 
Some years ago, eighteen acres more or loss 
were set apart for the uaeof tlic Church. On 
this have been expended £'i,SOO for Victoria 
Church, and X830 ln' a parsonage for iMr 
Cridge. In 1858, llie repairing of the Church 
cost X95 10 8, and the parsonage £10. In 
1859, the cost of repairing the Church, X'3 
I I 11 ; the parsonage, X49 9 7; and for 
building in Mr. Cridge's garden an observa- 
tory generally considered a fashionable 
latrines, £96 IS .3. The total makes £3,905 
10 0, or liearly S20j000. To this may be 
added Mr.,Ctidge'8 salary for five years and 
a half at £36oi making £1,760 more ; with 
an additional £100 per year given at some 
time since, for r dinquishing his promised 
glebe. The whole disbursement of the col- 
ony for a State Church amounts to the snug 
liltle sum of S3l),000. Truly his Lordship 
might feelingly say that th« Church had 
prosperetl elsewhere than in Knpiul's Land 
l)y the I'osierini; care of ttio Hudson Hay 
Company. A noted Frenchman once said 
of religion that "our oredulitynfakes their 
science but whilst we dissent from his 
a.xio'm, We Say that "our apathy is their 
riches." The followers of the lowly Jesus 
are certainly well treated iri this Ultima 
Thule. And were it not a public duty, our 
reverence for right reverends and reverends 
would leave these laborers in liio Christian 
vineyard in uudistnrbcil posse.ssiori of " ihe 
|)ortion set apart for the priests." 

Oniy the olhcr day, His Ivxcellencv laid 
before the ,Vs.;Hinbly the Colonial acconiils, 
and in theni wo find Vicloiia Chuich and 
par.-'onago khI down as bidonijiiii; to ihc col- 
ony at an expeti.^e of XH.CrSO. Under the 
grant to the H. 15. Company, "reserves for 
jiublio purposes were e.vcepted from sale. 
.,^enae both the land and architectural em- 
bellishments belong to the colony. ]iy what 
rrgbi^'^ tb«ci, does hi* Lordship iho fliiihop 



ccirngated palace on 
public property ? Is it by His Excellency's 
auihorily ! Hiis he repeated with colonial 
property inf-rogard to the Church, what he 
has done With Stamp at Barclay Sound 1 
Has the Church of England, of all churches 
in the colony, alone the right to a monopoly 
of "the fat of the land" and the precious 
melals from the treasury'! Really, it wouKl 
appear thai during the interregnum in land 
lilies, that the whole [)ul)lic ilomain is lo bu 
be.stowed either on temporal or spiritual fa- 
vorites. His Iv'ccellency has so ofien "cut 
such antics before high Heaven " that we 
are not at all , astonished that the modern 
Constantino wou'ld'do'BS the anwenf. But 
better things are expected from my lord the 
Bishop. He at least will not bring religions 
animosities— ";a sword instead of peace," 
into the'coldtiy. It is hoped there are too 
many Couttses whose Christian benevolence 
is alone surpassed by their Christian justice, 
to sufl'er so gresl an injuslice to be done lo 
Jews, Catholics, Dissenters, and "the mixeil 
mullilude," as tu appropriate the common 
properly of all to the especial use of the 
Church of England. Certainly churclies 
and glebes do not harrnonize with voluntary 
principles. 

It was only the other day the Jews want- 
ed a modern Machpelah, in which to bury 
the dead. Not a foot of soil could be given 
for that purpose ; and yet acres are given 
away for a bishop's palace and catheilral. 
Judaism is certainly worthy of our respect. 
Christianity is but its oll'-shool. It is more 
ancient than the Golden Fleece or Kotuan 
P^aale ; and her priesthood more honorable 
than ilie Order of Star or Garter; and yet 
the descendant of the ancient Levile can 
have no place given him in which to bury 
his dead. A royal priesthood that must be, 
indeed — of. the' Order of Melchisedec— that 
can take public land contrary to the wishes 
of the people. 

The Catholic Church, which saw the 
commencement of all existing governments, 
and, to use the words- of Macaaley, "may 
still exist in undiminished visor, when some 
traveller from New Zealaiul shall, in the 
midst of a va.sl solitude, take his stand on a 
broken arcdi of Lnntlon bridge to sketch the 
rnins of Si. Paul's" — even she fares no better 
than the Israelite. She wa.s the very me- 
dium through whicdi the rites of primitive 
Christianity were bronglit down lo" the Re- 
formation ; from which the Established 
Church derives her apostolical succession ; 
a church whose clergy were Ihe pioneers of 
Christianity on this coast; administering 
the rites and opnsolation of religion to Pagan 
and Christian long before the banner of 
Eijiscopalians floated on this shore : whose 
communicants form a large portion (;f our 
population ; and yet Catholicism is thought 
unworthy of even a lot on which lo rear a 
temple to (Jod, whilst S20.0rtO in public 
improvements, and nearly twenty acres of 
valuable liuid in the heart of ihe city are 
beslo A-ed on the Church of England. This, 
at least, is not that common justice — or 
erpial rights — that chracterizes the atic, or 
should adorn the administration of a British 
Colony. 

Dissenters, have Ibey reaped any greater 
advnntaaes from the government than their 

co-workers in leading Ihe way to Heaven? 
Not a dime ; and yei society is indebted to 
them lor first raising the banner of civil and 
religious liberty. They afu equally nume- 
rous : equally Chri,<!ian ; lliey have erected 
three places of worship ; they support their 
own clergy ; they have not drawn a dime 
from the public treasury. They don't ask 
it. And yet the common earnings and com- 
mon property accumulated by the common 
blood and com moh treasure of the people, 
isinot subjected to common justice, and 
appropriated to the seoular uses of the 
Colony, but is bestowed on a favorite 
church. 

Durirjg the electoral canvass, every candi- 
date pronounced iigain.= t a Stale Church. 
Wo hold them to their pledges. Whilst it is 
not e.vpectetl that the salaries paid out will 
be made good. It is just that the church 
properly bfs seculari/ed, aiul Ihe proceils go 
into the public treasury. When that is 
done, let "'no church eiulowment" be as 
unmista'table landmaric of our policy as 
MagnaCharta is to our glorious constitution.

Olli- 
cers Wietie and Kobinson were dispatched 
wilh the boy lo his l(idi;i: ; but on arriving 
there, the Indian broke; from ihe policoineii, 
and seized n liiige knife, refusing either to 
give up the good.s, or return to jail. He was 
backed in his determination by a large nam- 
ber'of his friends, and officer Robinson, pro- 
curitig the as'tistance of oflicer Taylor, the 
ihr'eb attempied*lo re-nrreat the offender. 
The liulians rallied in full strength, however, 
knocked the piilicemcu down with clubs, 
and kicked and heat ihem so severely Ihiil 
lliey were l.iiii Ui beat a relii.'at int.) town, 
(Jliii'cr Taylor wa^ sli^^lilly cut in llie hand 
and wrist wilh a knili;. It now remains lo 
be seen what action the aiilliorilies will take 
in the premises. If these rebellious Indians 
will not behave lliernselves, they should be 
compelled to return to their homes in the 
far north.

TuBSD.vY, April 17tli, 180(1. 

Tlio Court met »t 10 o'clock, a. m., Chief Justiuu 
Cameron in the Chatr. 

The case of E. H. King, for publishing a hand- 
bill contiiining au alleged libel on E, E. LBnglord, 
was called on. 

This was a civil action, damaf^ps l;i.iil at £2,')00. 
Mf-ssrs. M'iKht and Crease ii]i]H-ari'd fur tlie plaliit- 
iir, and ('•. 11. Cary, Ksq., I'i)r delt iiilanl. 

K. F.. l.;uii;fc)rd, sworn ;— .\rriviHl In tlii.s Colony 
oil tlie U)lh day cifMay, lS.il ; had iiiiido an agrrc- 
mcnt with liie agents of llie rii^ct Sound Compa- 
ny, ill Ijiindon, to take charf/c of tlieir lariii on 
this Island, [AKreument produced and read.) 
Paid £100 pas,sa«o iniiiu y for loysidf and family !u 
this country; I took charm' of the Company's 
farm a few days after arriving here ; have reiidei ed 
accounts to the Company from time to time; the 
accounts have been proiiouaced satisfactory to my 
fmployers ; upon Mr. Dallas arrivini; here, ho 
nade au investi;,'ation into iny atriir.s, and pro- 
nounced ihein correct ; fir.st became acquainied 
with the defendant in llin li.lter part of thesuminer 
of the last year; went to defendant's ollice in Jan- 
uary last, to ste him about the publication of the 
handbill; Mr. ilnll was with luc at the time; 1 
told to defendant, " Vuu have published an infa- 
mous libel npon me ;" he replied " I know it, and 
am sorry for it." I told him I would allow him 
one hour to give me up Iho autiior of the article, 
and if he did not do so, I should briii}: au action 
against him for damages ; in an bout- 1 returned, 
and defendant stated that he could not give me 
the author; I then brought this action. 

[The alleged libellous handbill was here read ; 
also a letter from llr. Dallas, a|iproving of Mr. L.'s 
manugement of the atlairs of the farm. J 

Cross-examined fordefonse. — Q. Have you your 
books with you ? A. I have nut. Q. Will you 
produce fhem ? A. No, sir ; I have no right to 
allow my employers' business to bo pryed into. 
Q Here are the balance-sheets of the the accounts, 
duly attested and approved by th« President of tho 
Company. 

Mr. Cary — [Taking up one of the balance-sheets J 
— What do tho words " folio No. 2 " mean on this 
sheet ? 

Witness — I decline to aniiwer ; this ia not a 
question of accounts; it is one of libel; you are 
not my auditor. 

Mr. Cary— Will you, or will you not, answer 
niy (question ? 

Witness — I will not, positively. 

The counsel for defendant appealed to the Court 
to decide whether tho witness had a right to de- 
eliike answering. 

The Court decided that the questton must be 
answered, as it had a direct bearing upon the case. 

Witness — I refuse to answer, at my peril. 

The Court— You must take the consequences, 
then, f jr contempt of Court. 

The counsel for the defendant pressed the ques- 
tion again and again; but met with a refusal each 
time — the witness asserting that he would not al- 
low his employers' business to be examined into. 
'The counsel for the defence finally called upon the 
Court to sustain its dignity, and coniiuit the wit- 
,no8s; and tho Court ordered Mr. Laugford into 
, tbe custody of the Sttertfl*. ^ < . 

The Court then adjourned till 2 o'clock, r. m.

The Court reaaseinblcd at 2 o'clock, i". M. 

Mr. Cary applied for a non-suit in the case ; the 
plaintiif had been placed on tbo Stand, luid bad re- 
fused to answer important quesUoas; therefore, 
the case could not go on. 

Mr. Wight, counsel for platntifT, asked for his 
authority 

The Court— The pkintilThas the power to apply 
for a non-suit ; not the defendant. 

-■Vfter argument ojj-hqth sides, the Court decided 
that the case might go l>a^ Mr. Cary sprang up 
while the Judge was delivering his decision, 
turned his back upon the Court, and walked out 
of the room, evidently in a high state of excite- 
ment.

/•■'The Court here stated that editors and publish- 
ers often had matters given them in secresy, and 
he wished to have the point decided wnethcr they 
were compelled to diiulge the authors in a court 
of law, before procecdiuj; further with this wit- 
ness. 

Witness — I wish to ask one word- 
Mr. Cary — .Now, just you ttaild in that box, nnd 

hold your tongue ; you are not to ask questions, 

but to answer them. 
Witness— But I— 

Mr. Cary— There, there, that'll' do: you -keep 
still : I'm the counsel in this case for the defence, 
not you. 

Sxaminalion rettmed : — My printing office was 
on Langley street last Januarv ; recollect Mr. 
Lan^furd coming to sec ino one day in that month, 
Q. Will you state any conversation that took 

place 

Witness, by advice of counsel, declined answer- 
ing any further questions, and the Court did not 
press them. 

Mr. Wight stated th.it he had no other witnesses 
to bring forward for the plaintiif. 

Mr. Cary — Then, your lordship, 1 claim a non- 
suit at once. There has been no evideuee iiilro- 
duced to . prove.. the publication, no evidence to 
prove that defendant's jcharacter has been dam- 
aged. It rests with your lordship to instruct the 
jury to bring in a verdict of not guilty. 

'Mr. Wiglitruad aletterfrom Mr. (.'ary, in which 
ho stated that Mr. King was not aware of the con- 
tents of the placard until sometime i>fter its ap- 
pearand', and otfered to settle tlie matter with the 
plaiiitill That is proof enough of publication. 

'I'he Court — There is no evideiico before me 
proving publicntloh ; (ho only evidence on tho 
point is the conversation of Mr. Langford with 
Mr. King, which is sworn to by ihe former. 

Mr. Wight— Mr. King is estopped by his own 
remarks with Mr. Langford ; ho admits the pub- 
cation and says ho is sorry for it. 

Mr. Gary— The only man who was brought for- 
ward to^jtruye the puolicaiion of this handbill, has 
put himself out of Court by his refusal to answer 
important questions. There ia no case. All of 
lAiigford's testimony must be wiped out of your 
lordship's notes.
